Init Mr. Shand states that they 
id make from $3 to $4 a day on the 
bars where they then were but intended 
pushing on to the Francis where they were 
confident of making from $12 to $15 a day 
as they had information to that effect. The 
letter was probably brought out to the coast 
by Velgue who went through to Telegraph 
Creek with Lee and Pelly, members ot other 
parties which left here last summer, 
Is a letter to the Indian Head Vidette 
from Dawson City, dated April 2lst, Mr. 
G. H. V. Bulyea, M. L. A., writes as fol- 
lows: ‘Il expeet to be back early in the 
™ summer. I am making enquiries as to the 
possibility of going up the Pelly river and 
thence overland to Edmonton. Old guides 
assure me that the trip can be made in 

. remarkable time, and if I am satisfied that 
it can, I will undertake the trip so that I 
can lay before the assembly definite infor- 
mation concerning a route which, if opened, 
would be of immense value to the Assini- 
boian farmers and the Alberta ranchers. I 
can’t say that the trip is any more inviting 
than the one just completed, but I imagine 
that it would be certainly interesting and 
the information gained would be important, 
whether favorable or otherwise. 

Tue Naperville (Iil.) Clarion contains a | 
letter written from here by Morris L. 
Willard, of the Yukon Valley Prospecting 
& Mining Co., ia which he has the follow- 
ing tosay of Edmonton and its climate: 
‘‘ This climate is simply grand ; sunshine 
every day and plenty of it. The sun sets 
at about 8.45 p. m. mountain time, and 
rises about 4 in the morning. J sat in front

The first rush of parties te the crossing 
raised some commodities to Dawson 
City prices. Six-inch spikes sold at 
50c a lb and were scarce at that, 
oakum was $2 and pitch 30c a Ib.

BOATS, 
Grand Rapids, May 29, ’98. 


(From our own correspondent. ) 

On oz ; Sout the i8th of May, boats 
to the number of sixty-four left the 
rapids here, practically one leet, 
bound north. Some guides had a 
round dozen of boats to chaperone, 
while others had but two, some four 
and others six. .The system used was 
a good one and speaks highly for the 
good judgment of the pilots. <A 
pilot would steer the lead boat and 
two or three more would follow him 
as close as was considerec prudent. 
Tf ene of the consort was a 
large boat or a small boat 
with « large draught of water, a 
steersman was placed aboard to steer 
ber. At the rapids the pilots would 
run one boat at a time and in this 
way every boat that left here in the 
fleet I speak of, reached MeMurray 
safely. A few accidents happened, 
but none ef a serious nature. Thos. 
Bowen, « pilot, met with the only 
accident that befel any men:ber of 
this large flotills. A boat was being 
snubbed toa tree on the bank by an 
inexperienced man, a member of one 
of the parties, and Bowen, seeing the 
way it was being done and the danger 
that would accrue, rushed up to the 
tree. He was a little too late, for 
just as he reached the tree the line 
drew taunt and the current at this 
point, (it being 300 yard3 above the 
Big Cascade rapids) is very swift and 
when the boat tightened upon the 
line something had to give. In this 
case it was the tree; which was torn 
out by the roots and just as Bowen 
reached it the trunk swung around 
and landed on his neck and shoulders, 
putting him out of the pilot business 
for afew hours. Drs. Buck and Dil- 
lingbrough attended him and he is 
now on deck again little the worse 
for wear, Drs. Buck and Dilling- 
brough I.ave done enough free doctor- 
ing to e title them to a large im- 
mediate, as well as future, reward. 
if any men deserve gold these men 
certainly de. It’s the whole-souled, 
gratis business yeu read about and 
seldom see. Their practice here has 
also an amusing side. About every 
half day some old pilot or riverman 
will get a very bad cramp and one of 
the doctors will be brought to see 
him and, through an interpreter, the 
sick man will tell that he is a subject 
to those attacks and that there isa 
remedy, but as he cannot speak 
English he has forgotten the name. 
The doctor, on being asked to name 
iver the cifferent medicines likely to 
be beneficial jwill eventually get 
around to “hot drops and ginger” 
and its worth the trip here to see the 
old rascals eyes blink as he nods an 
eager assent. 


From Grand rapids to the Brule 
the longest stretch of smooth water is 
experienced. The distance is some- 
thing over twenty miles. These 
rapids are not considered dangerous 
by the guides, though if one were to 
judge the degree of danger by the ex- 
pression on some of the Klondikers 
faces, you would supp: '2 they had 
been taking desperate chances. After 
getting past the Brule the next fifteen 
miles was spent by the gold hunters 
in exchanging confidences as to how 
they feit when shooting the Brule. 
They jwould aise enquire of the pilot 
if the next rapid was as bad as the 
one just past and other similar en- 
quiries, to all of which the guides 
reply in the negative, a slight devia- 
tion from the truth, made justifiable 
by the circumstances; for the pilot 
cannot steer a boat to advantage un- 
less she is under good headway and 

' get that you have to pull with 
might and main, semething the 
greenhorn is not likely to do if he 
thinks he is going te strike a rock in 
the middle of his exertions. All the 
parties got through in safety, with 
one ‘exception, namely the Keighley 
party, who are now three miles above 
the gas springs, 16 miles below 
the Grand rapids, drying their outfit. 
They were steering their own boat 
and following the Hudson's Bay Co’s 
boats, when they struck a stone and 
core a hole in the bottom of their boat 
on the starboard side. They beached 
her and are now diying up after 
which they will continue. When 
MeMurray was reached, a happier lot 
of men it would be hard to find, 
laughing, shaking hands and con- 
gratulating each other on their safe 
arrival. And to see the natives stare 
when the fleet of boats arrived and 
the rush of men trooped up to the 
Hudson's Bay Company's store to post 
letters and make a few purchases. 
Its hard to tel! what they thought, 
but they were certainly too dumfound- 
ed io speak, merely stancing at a safe 
distance to view the advancing crowd. 
It was enough to make others besides 
the natives, stare. Fancy a little 
hum-drum hamlet three hundred miles 
frora civilization, so to speak, dead to 
the world for half the year and in the 
other half they perhaps see or hear of 
a single boat passing down the river. 
Then of a sudden to have their 
solitude disturbed and the even tenor 
of their daily existence outraged by 
the advent of sixty-three beats and a 
crowd of men, hilarious with joy at 
getting safely over the rapids, yelling 
and dancing in the exuberance of 

their animal spirits. It would keep a 
white man guessing to hold his own 
with his head piece, let alone an 
Indian. This will be an event for the 
Indians of Fort McMurray to hand 
down to posterity and tell of round 


down the chimney. This is probably 
the most peculiar and 


McMarray. As I had to turn back 
from McMurray and the pilots did 
not stay over more than an hour cr 
two, I did not wait behind long 
enough to see the voyageurs off, but 
from information picked up since, I 
think they all got away within forty- 
eight hours of their arrival, which 
would be on on the 25th of May. 


The trip back to Grand rapids over- 
land is an experience that will be 
uppermost in my mind for many a 
long day. Iunderstood before leav- 
ing McMurray that there was a trail, 
but like a great many other trails in 
this north land, it is falsification pure 
and simple. We left McMurray on 
the afternoon of the 25th and reached 
here on the evening of the 28th. No 
person knows just how far it is be- 
cause in order to get back from one 
place to another you cannot travel in 
a straight line and consequently can- 
not estimate the distance by the map. 
It is case of zig-zag, up and down hill, 
over muskeg and into muskeg and 
over miles of fallen timber, in itself 
no small feat. Burnt stretches of 
country are also met with, in fact 
every variety of obstacle is encounter- 
ed. I°had been brought up from 
childhood to believe that the greatest 
mosquito district in the world was 
Jersey. It is a mistaken idea. 
Henceforth I remove my hat to the 
country between here and McMurray. 
In that favored region they simply 
travel in armies and to use a somewhat 
slang phrase they ‘don’t do a thing 
to you.” I can stop in the writing of 
this letter and count 100 mars on 
my hands, neck and face. 


The time some of the rivermen 
make on the return journey seems in- 
credible. They leave McMurry at 
sun-up, travel till sun-down, spell five 
and six times to eat and perhaps 
seven or eight short spells, pack their 
grub and blaukets, and make the dis- 
tance, nearly 100 miles, in from 24 to 
34 hours actual travel.

Messre. A. Gi. Blair, jr, ard Geo. 
M-Avity, of St John, N. B, came in 
on Friday’s train to meet the town 
council antl viceetors of the old Ed- 
monten Dist:ict railway and discuss 
with them the matter of the extension 
of the rai-way across the river. 

A meeting was held in the council 
chamber ou Saturday forenooa and 
Mr. Blair in explaining the desires of 
his company who are the present hold- 
ers of the charter, stated that they 
wished to have the agreement with the 
town as to the extension of the railway, 
changed in some slight particulars, 
Acconling to the agreement they had 
only two years from the date of the 
agreement, namely until the fall of 
1899, tocom: ence the construction of 
the railway from Edmonton to Atha- 
basca Landing. This was insufficient 
and they desired an extension of an- 
other year, or until the fall of 1900, 
Te this extension the meeting agreed. 
Another point was: The agreement 
with the town called for all the work- 
shops of the company to be located in 
Edmonton. Mr. Blair explained that 
as the proposed line was one of con- 
siderable extent, embracing practically 
another traus-c ntinental railway, the 
erection of al their workshops in Ed- 
monton would, in the nature of things, 
be impracticable. He, therefore, de- 
sired to have the word “all” eliminat- 
ed, on the understanding that Edmon- 
ton would get its full share of all build- 
ings of this nature. This alteration, 
also, was not objected to by the meet- 
ing. The next change fequested was 
concerning the station and location. 
By the original agreement the station 
site was to be selected by the council 
and a station of briek or stone costing 
not less than $5,000 was te be erected 
thereon by the company. Mr. Blair 
stated that the extent to which the 
company proposed carrying the con- 
struction of the line would make a
